This is in response to the Official Action of November 5, 1999. 

In the Official Action, all claims were allowed except for claim 54 which were 
rejected under 35 USC 1 12. 

On November 12, 1999, Applicants filed an Amendment in this application, 
entitled 'Trelirninary Amendment" to comply with these requirements. The Preliminary 
Amendment was filed and crossed in the mail with the official Action. 

This will also confirm telephone conversations with the Examiner regarding the 
application. It is understood that the Preliminary Amendment is sufficient to meet the 
rejections set forth in the Official Action. However, the Examiner noted that the Deposit 
Receipt referred to in that Amendment was not attached to the Preliminary Amendment. 
Accordingly, Applicants submit herewith an additional copy of the Deposit Receipt of 
HFAS/WR19L, designated Deposition No. FERMBP-6909 and an English translation 
thereof.

It is believed that these deposits are sufficient to comply with the rules and 
complete the enablement requirements of 35 USC 1 12 for claim 54. 

In addition, as requested by the Examiner, Applicants through the undersigned 
attorney of record hereby state that this deposit has been made under the Budapest Treaty 
and the cell line will be irrevocably and without restriction or condition released to the 
public upon the issuance of a patent to satisfy the deposit requirements made herein in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.808. Further, the deposit will be maintained in the depository 
for a period of thirty years after the date of deposit or five years after the last request for a 
sample or for the enforceable life of the patent, whichever is longer. 

With the presentation of the Deposit Receipt and the above averments, it is 
submitted that this application is now in condition for allowance.
